Claim 5 (originjed) The material of claim 1 wherein the flexible graphite sheet is 
impregnated with resin. 

Claim 6 (originbll) The material of claim .5 wherein the resin is present at a level of at 
least about 5% liia the flexible graphite sheet. 
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Claim 7 (oxiginal) The material of claim 6 wherein the resin comprises an acrylic- 
based reein system, an epoxy-bascd resin system or a phenolic-based resin system. 



Claim 8 (origin^) The material of claim 5 wherein the flexible graphite sheet is to be 
embossed in ari embossing apparatus comprising an embossing element comprising 
walls having lakds and a landing element comprising a i^urface, ftnd the flexible 
graphite sheet lias a thickness less than the height of the walls of the embossing 
element employed. 



Claim 9 (originall) The material of claim 8 wherein the flexible graphite sheet has a 
thickness less tihan the height of Che walls of the embossing element but greater than 
the distance beltWeen the surface of the landing element and the lands of the walls of 
the embossing element., 



Claim 10 (amehjded) A process for producing a material useful as a substrate for an 
embossed flexible graphite shee t having a nredetp inminfid m orphologv. the material 
comprising a fl^kible graphite shee t formed of compressed particles of exfohated 
graphite having a void condition selected to produce a dooiro dt he predetermined 
morphology upiogi embossing, the process comprising forming a flexible graphite sheet 
and manipulatiiig the void condition of the flexible graphite sheet to produce the 
selected void condition. 
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Claitn 11 (previpualy amended) The process of daim 10 wherein the flexible graphite 
sheet is manipulated so as to be relatively void-free prior to embossing. 



Claim 12 (previously amended) The process of daim 10 wherein the flexible graphite 
sheet is subjecti^ to the application of pressviro to provide the selected void condition. 



Claim 13 (previously amended) The process of daim 12 wherein the flexible graphite 
sheet is deasifi^ii to a density of at least about 1*1 g/cc prior to embossing

sheet is impregnated with resin. 



Claim 15 previously amended) The process of daim 14 wherein the resin is present 
at a level of at least about 5% in the flexible graphite sheet-
